this paper attempt review radi- 
ographic positioning, which has 

been well covered many excellent 
publications, nor deal with the non 
routine special views developed for par- 
ticular examinations, but bring 
your attention procedures for obtaining 
standard views departures from rou- 
tine practice. 

However, before dealing with spe- 
cific cases, there are few general re- 
marks would call your attention. 
Radiologists and surgeons tell that 
interpretation x-ray films often 
quite difficult, and follows, that 
radiographers should provide films 
having the maximum diagnostic value. 
Several factors contribute the pro- 
duction such films density, con- 
trast, detail and positioning. Density 
and contrast determine the apparent 
quality and brilliance the film, yet 
considerable variation need not affect 
the readability. But detail and posi- 
tioning have much with the diag- 
nostic value. not misunderstand 
me, adjust your kilovoltage and milli- 
ampere-seconds factors and arrange 
your processing produce good 
quality films, but very particular 
about positioning. mention detail and 
positioning together purposely, 
cause although screen quality, screen 
contact, focal spot size and focal-film

ment also has bearing detail and 


patients keep still best when comfort- 
able. 


elementary, run the risk 
being considered impertinent 
pointing out the need for true a.p. and 
p.a. and true lateral views such parts 
the elbow, wrist, knee and ankle, 
yet many injuries, and particularly 
after reduction, only the correct posi- 
tioning the part and tube still give 
the desired information. Most the 
text books radiographic technique 
have excellent illustrations with de- 
scriptions giving the anatomical land- 
marks, the degree rotation the 
part, and the tube centering obtain 
true a.p. and lateral views, together 
with reproductions the resulting ra- 
diograph, and careful attention de- 
tail should permit duplication the 
results shown. Unfortunately the rou- 
tine handling patients not the rela- 
tively simple procedure outlined the 
text books. For subject they select 
healthy young person, very flexible 
and co-operative, whereas have 
deal with persons all ages, with in- 
juries and deformities, often multiple, 
suffering from shock and means 
co-operative. some these cases, 
particularly where there gross de- 
formity, the position not important, 
and often scout films will provide the 
necessary information and record. But 
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many others true positions are essen- 
tial determine the need for manipu- 
lative correction, and post-reduction 
views, notably the region joint, 
there substitute for true views. 
Post-reduction views are sometimes 
difficult due the loss 
and purposely produced deformity 
limb correct and maintain the posi- 
tion the fragments, and more than 
one attempt obtain the correct views 
may necessary. radiography 
limb placed skeletal traction 
plaster cast, reasonably accurate 
positioning necessary successive 
films are compared. Another 
point worthy mention the com- 
parative x-ray. instance, sus- 
pected injuries the acromic-clavic- 
ular joint, examination the opposite 
shoulder helpful, but such cases 
exact duplication the position 
essential.

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the Sella Turcica true lateral view 
the skull essential. few cases 
due obesity neck stiffness the 
head cannot placed position for 
the lateral view with the patient prone 
supine, and when lying the side 
the head does not lie the Bucky with 
the sagittal plane parallel with the table 
top. true lateral view the head 
can obtained these cases hav- 
ing the patient lie supine with the 
sagittal plane vertical, placing cas- 
sette and wafer grid edge aganist 
the side the head and directing the 
centre ray horizontally. 


P.a. and lateral views the wrist 
and the elbow can frequently 
taken more satisfactorily position- 
ing the tube instead the part. You 
have all seen patients with say, in- 
jured wrist, which could easily 
placed palmar surface down table, 
but which due pain could not 
turned for the usual lateral. 


Another point would suggest 
you, that you mentally try visual- 
ize the resulting radiograph you are 
striving Remember x-ray films 
are shadowgraphs. Try follow the 
path the centre ray. Will give 
the required shadow with minimum 
conflicting shadows and the least 
distortion? Imagine you are taking 
lateral view the mandible. You have 
the patient lying semi-prone with the 
head turned the side. Tilt the tube 
and try follow the path the rays. 
Will the shadow the opposite side 
thrown upwards sufficiently? Will 
the shadow the neck obscure the 
shadow the ramus? Have you tilted 
far avoid the opposite side you 
will get undesirable distortion? Each 


case presents its own problem and 
there definite standard technique 
for all cases. Let consider few 
cases which departures from stand- 
ard practice may necessary. Sinus 
views the obese individual present 
problem. the usual prone position 
may impossible place the head 
the nose-chin position. This posi- 
tion, you know, gives clear view 
the maxillary sinuses projecting 
the shadow the petrous portion 
the temporal bone below the shadows 
the antra. com- 
promise place the head near 
possible the desired position, and 
change the direction the centre ray 
compensate for the limitation 
positioning the head. With mental 
picture satisfactory sinus views 
normal individuals and knowledge 
skull anatomy the angle tube tilt 
particular case can estimated. 


Suppose that a.p. p.a. and lateral 
views knee are requested. Due 
disease injury the knee partially 
flexed. a.p. view this case 
unsatisfactory due the object film 
distance. Curving the exposure holder 
using curved cassette will help 
reduce the object film distance but in- 
troduces method 
have the patient turn the af- 
fected side which permits the usual 
lateral view taken, and 
view can taken with the centre ray 
horizontal, and the cassette placed 
edge against the anterior surface 
the knee. The centre ray should pass 
through the joint space right angles 
the lower leg order give the 
required view the proximal articular 
surface the tibia, and the centering 
the tube and the direction the 


centre ray can easily estimated 
one mentally pictures the knee joint 
particular case. 


There are probably few present 
whom the following pointers posi- 
tioning will helpful and would ask 
the indulgence the rest, for what 
must appear elementary. 


The Wrist: For the p.a. view, 
possible place the hand with slight 


ulnar deviation. The usual procedure 
extend the fingers. this pro- 
duces pain and the liability move- 
ment, quite good results can ob- 
tained with some flexion the pha- 
lango-metacarpal joint, and roll 
bandage placed below this joint 
and sandbag then placed over the 
tips the fingers, relaxation and im- 
mobilization assured. very care- 
ful with the lateral view after reduc- 
tion. The horizontal ray technique 
useful for this view. 


The Elbow: usual have 
the patient sit chair with the arm 


resting the table. With tall people 
this introduces the common error 
having the elbow low relation the 
shoulder the lateral view. The fore- 
arm and upper arm should both lie 
the horizontal plane. necessary build 
the forearm with pillows. Have the 
the thumb the lateral 
view. the resulting radiograph the 
condyles the humerus should su- 
perimposed. after intracondylar 
fracture the humerus the elbow 
placed flexion not omit the a.p. 
view which taken with the posterior 
surface the upper arm placed the 
film and the tube centred slightly distal 
the flexed elbow, and then tilted 
that the centre ray passes through the 
lower end the humerus. 
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The Shoulder: Raise the opposite 
shoulder with Rotate the 


arm outwards into the anatomical posi- 
tion. There are many special views, 
which are the subject another paper. 


The Hip: Keep mind that the 
neck the femur not only directed 


outwards and downwards, but also 
slightly backwards, and possible the 
foot should inverted. both hips 
are being taken large film place 
sandbag between the heels and bring 
the toes together. The toes can 
held together with adhesive tape. 

The Pelvis: The tilt the pelvis 
relation the radiographic table 
may vary different individuals and 
tube centering need changed 
produce similar radiographs. Make 
note the result obtained various 
cases together with the degree lor- 
dosis the lumbar spine. 


The Knee: the a.p. and p.a. 
views the shadow the patella should 


the the lateral view 
the femoral condyles should nearly 
superimposed. For the lateral view 
the knee the foot not the lateral 
position. Place sandbag below the 
heel. The crease seen the back 
the knee marks the level the joint 
space. 


The Ankle: Endeavour obtain 
good view the so-called mortice 


the a.p. view. The upper portion 
the talus should have square shape 
and there should clear space be- 
tween and the internal malleolus. 
The articular surface the lower end 
the tibla should clear line. The 
foot should have slight inversion. Often 
after reduction ankle fracture the 
foot placed with marked inversion 
and this must taken into 
tion taking the a.p. view and also 
the lateral post-reduction view. 
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POINTERS POSITIONING 


the lateral view the lower articular sur- 
face the tibia should show definite 
concave line, and there should clear 
space between and the convex surface 
the talus. The inversion the foot 
referred for the a.p. view must 
taken into consideration the lateral 
view and pad placed beneath the 
little toe. 


The Foot: Notice the slope 
the tarsal arch the dorso-plantar po- 
sition. This determines the plane 
the main articulations the tarsal 
joint. Direct the centre ray pass 
through the tarsal articular spaces. 
When the infero-superior view the 
calcaneus needed take both heels 
the same time with equal dorso-flexion 
the feet. lateral view the other 
heel also advantage. One final 
about feet you know the kind, 
“My dogs are killing me”; dorso- 
plantar and lateral views with the pa- 
tient standing are sometimes indicated. 
The mobile machine technique lends 
itself this examination. 


Remember the part nearest the 
film shown best advantage, for 
instance the patella the p.a. view. 
Use corks and other non-opaque sup- 
ports, and sandbags and adhesive for 
immobilization. Centre the tube 
two directions. Oblique and special 
views are often necessary, but they are 
not substitute for, but supplementary 
true a.p. and lateral views. 


conclusion would like say 
few words about stereoscopic exam- 
inations. The longitudinal tube shift, 
ccmmonly used chest examinations, 
can applied with advantage other 
parts such the spine, pelvis and even 
the skull. These examinations require 
the use the Bucky Diaphragm, and 
with the curved grid and also some 
the flat grids, the maximum amount 
the primary beam reaches the film 
when the tube centred over the 
Bucky the transverse axis. With 
the longitudinal shift the tube cen- 
tred relation the Bucky for both 
exposures. Another advantage that 
the patient has been carefully placed 
either film can viewed perfectly 
centred film with the shadow the 
object symmetrical, and this very 
apparent films the pelvis, includ- 
ing both hip joints. 


SUMMARY 


The importance true a.p., p.a. and 
lateral views, particularly post-reduc- 
tion views near joint empha- 
sized.

Humorously, the speaker hoped might 
make his own speech “long enough cover 
the subject and short enough interest- 
ing.” seismological rumours 
slight earthquake Niagara Falls, 
thought that the Canadian Society must in- 
deed have powerful effect. 


Turning back the pages history the 
days when the first white man viewed the 
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falls 1678, told the days Rev. 
Father Hennipen and Bishop LaSalle and 
the boat “La Griffon” which was built 
sail the Great Lakes and was later lost 
Lake Erie. The name Father Hennipen 
perpetuated the name Hennipen 
County, Minnesota, and Hennipen Street. 


Following the death Father Hennipen 
1700, and when the delettante age 
Europe was rampant, there was born the 
Diocese Oise, scientist, Abbe Nollette, 
who 1743 experimented with aloydals, then 
took glass tube, used vacuum-pump and 
produced electron stream x-rays, 
although was not visible the public 
that time. The Abbe Nollette was both 
priest and prophet science. century 
and half later 1895, the actual discovery 
x-rays Roentgen became apparent 
the images produced cardboard, covered 
with platino-cyanide. Quoting the words 
Roentgen when asked what thought when 
discovered the shadow the barium- 
platino-cyanide, and Roentgen’s reply, did 
not think, investigated,” the speaker 
astutely reminded his audience that the 
science thought and investigation differed 
the first based logic, the second 
imagination and its pursuit. 


The Monsignor related the fact that his 
own father had been doctor, and practised 
radiology the city Toronto, and that 
himself had assisted his father the days 
the terrifying “spark gap” and its lightning- 
like effect. 

amusing incident which occurred with 
early patient was told. The tube was 
warmed up, the spark-gap tested, and with 
redundant smell ozone, the radiograph 
was finally made. this time, the patient 
was heard inquire “Is tattoed 
chest?” 

Continuing his story the development 
modern equipment industry, the speaker 
emphasized the absolute interdependence 
science and thought. 

The Monsignor told many interesting facts 
relating early education 
Europe, which all originated from Ireland 
and Scotland, and for three hundred years, 
the Scottish monks had carried their mis- 
sion university education Germany. The 
University Wurtzburg opened the 
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Scotch monks was held them until 1803, 
and all along the Rhine, the educational tra- 
dition was Scotch. 

The speaker than drew word picture 
the world crises the nations have passed 
through and adding the theories science 
and investigation, mentioned the experiments 
our day, using the tests the atom bomb 
Bikini Atoll.
